bers from the payment of dues 
aiil assessments to the district 
organization for the months of 
June, July and August, and that 
th« membership be notified ac- 
cording! j.' 
'The above motion means that, ex- 


ercising the authority vested In your 
executive board by section 10, article 
S, district constitution, we have de- 
cided to relieve our membership of 
the necessity of paying per capita tax 
and the one per cent assessment to 
the district organisation for the three

IMPOSSIBLE TO PAT. 


"This action was taken by your ei-

therefore impossible for them to meet 
the demands of the times and we 
are anxious to make their burden as 
light as it Is possible for us to do. 


"If work does not Improve during 


the three months named, your exteu- 
tl\e board will five consldertalon to 
the matter of extending the period 
of exoneration, but unless Instructed 
otherwise by your executive board, 
local unions must resume the pay- 
ment of per capita tax and the one 
per cent assessment to the district 
office for the month of September 
and succeeding months. 


MAKE EXCEPTIONS. 


"However, If local unions desire to 


continue to collect the per capita tax 
and one cent assessment from their 
members for June, July and August 
and keep the forey In their local 
treasuries to pay expenses of dele- 
gates to conventions or to meet over 
due or current financial obligations 
of local unions, they may do so, but 
that Is a matter to be decided by the 
members of each local union. 


Tou will, of course, understand 


that It Is not within the province of 
your district executive board to *r 
onerate local unions from the pay- 
ment or per capita tax and assess- 
ments to our international and sub- 
district organisations. Therefore, you 
will be obliged to continue the pay- 
ments of such levies as are requires 
by those branches of our union.

Seoul, Korea, 
April 4.—(Corres- 


pondence of the Associated Press.)— 
Unification 
of 
the 
Japanese and 


Korean races Is Impossible, asserts 
the organlilng committee of the In- 
dependence movement In Korea In a 
statement which It has Issued, set- 
ting forth 
the grievances of the 


Korean people against the Japanese. 


The two chief reasons for K-->r«a'a 


effort to obtain emancipation l » j n : 
Japanese rule are set forth by t< •! 
committee as follows: 
! 


"Korea Is the much older of the 


two nations, for It has * history of 
organized government extending over 
a period of 4,300 years. During a part 
of that time Korea sent tribute to 
the court of China, but this was noth- 
ing more than an outward expres- 
sion of the relation between the Im- 
perial families of the two nations. 
Korea was ever the sole possession 
of our Korean race, and was never 
under the actual control of any for- 
eign nation or government. 


"The Japanese nation Is an entire- 


ly distinct race from the Korean 
She Is an Island people, and her nak- 
edness of body and mind could only 
be covered by the civilization she re- 
ceived from Korea and 'from China 
during the centuries of the past. Her 
customs, her literature, her 
very 


clothing came to her through Korea. 
Of late years she'had added to these 
the face powder of a western civili- 
zation; thus she becomes the whlted 
sepulchre of the East She gives no 
evidence of moral force, her actions 
toward our nation hai proven her to 
be the embodiment of cruelty. The 
evidence Is complete that the uni- 
fication of the Japanese and Korean 
races Is an Impossibility.

•with reference to the primary in two 
years when It would be more advis- 
able to alter the primary law. 


Representative Dahlberg of Chi- 


cago said he did not believe the peo- 
ple were tending In their sympathy 
to the old convention 
system and 


against the primary, and warned 
against the proposal to do away with 
city election 
commissions and the 


centralization of power In a central 
commission. 


Senate republicans 
have been .In 


caucus on the election bills, but thus 
far have not been able to come to any 
decision as to what stand the party 
will 
take with 
reference 
to 
the 


measures. A division of opinion led 
to no disposition of the question. 


A hostile stand against the state 


ilectlon commission and the elimina- 
tion of city commissions has brought 
activity among the city election com- 
missions of the state which hope to 
head off the legislation. 


Senate leaders are expressing the 


opinion that there will l)» no radical 
election 
changes this 
session and 


that the Buck bills will not get very 
far.

munity of interest between capita 
and labor, but It has never been made 
evident in action. It can be made op- 
erative and manifest only in a new 
organization of industry. The pnnius 
of our business men and the sound 
piactical sense of our workers can 
certainly work such a partnership 
out when once they realize exactly 
what it is that they seek and sincere 
ly adopt a common purpose with re- 
gard to !t. 


La'uor legislation lies, 
of 
course, 


chiefly with the states- but the new 
spirit" and method oE organization 
which must be effected arc not to 
be brought about by legislation^ sc 
much as by the common counsel antl 
voluntary co-operation of capitalist, 
mpnager and workman. Legislation 
can go only a very little way in com- 
manding what shall b* done. The or- 
ganization of industry is a matter of 
corpouue antl 
individual 
initiative 


and of practical business arrange- 
ment. Those who really desire a new 
relationship between capital and la- 
bor can readily find a way to bring 
it about nml perhaps federal legisla- 
tion can help more than state legis- 
lation could. 


AS TO I.CGISLATIOX. 


The object of all reforms in this 


essential matter must be tho genuine 
democratization of 
industry 
based 


upon a full recognition of the right 
of those who work, in whatever rank, 
to participate in soino organic Tvay 
in every decision which directly af- 
fects their welfare of the part they 
are to Play In industry. Some posi- 
tive legislation is practicable. 


"The congress has already shown 


the way to one reform which 'Should 
he world-wide by 
establishing the 


eight hour day as the standard day in 
every flHcl of labor over which it 
can exercise control. It has sought 
to find the way to prevent child labor, 
and will, I hope and believe, pres- 
ently find it. It has served the whole 
country by leading the way In devel- 
oping the means of preserving and 
safeguarding life and health in dan- 
geroui industries 


ADJUSTMENT OF DIFFICULTIES 
"Tt can now help In the difficult 


task of giving a new form and spirit 
to industrial organization by co-or- 
dinating the several agencies of con- 
ciliation and adjustment which have 
been brought into existence by the 
difficulties and mistaken policies of 
the present management of industry 
and by setting up and developing new 
federal agencies of advice and Infor- 
mation which may serve as fi. clear- 
ing house for tho, best experiment? 
and the best thought on this great 
matter, upon which every thinking 
nan must ho aware that the future 
development of society directly de- 
pends, 


"Agencies of International counsel 


and suggestion are presently to be 
created in connection with the league 
of nations in this very field; but It 
is national action and the enlight- 
ened policy of individuals, corpora- 
tors and societies within each nation 
:hat must bring about the actual re- 
forms. Tha members of the Commit- 
tees on labor In the two houses will 
hardly need suggestions from me ns 
to what means they shall seek to 
mako the federal 
government 
the 


agent oE the whole nation in pointing 
out and, If need be. guiding the pro- 
cess of reorganization and reform. 


5IUST HELP SOLDIERS. 


"I am sure that it is not necessary 


for me to remind you that there is 
one immediate and 
very 
practical 


question of labor that we should meet 
in the mo,st liberal spirit. We must 
see to it that our returning soldiers 
are assisted in every practicable way 
to find places for which they are 
fitted in the dally work of the coun- 
try. 
This can he done by developing 


and maintaining upon 
an adequate 


scale, tho admirable organization cre- 
at»d by the department of labor for 
placing men seeking work and It can 
also he done, in at least one very 
great field, by creating new opportu- 
nities for Individual enterprise. 


LAND GRANT. 


"The secretary of the interior has 


pointed out tho way by which return- 
ing soldiers may he helped to find and 
talk up land in the hitherto "undevel- 
oped regions of the country which the 
federal government hag prepared or 
can readily prepare for cultivation 
and for many of the cut-over or ne- 
glected areay which lie within the 
limits of the older states; and I once 
more take the liberty of recommend- 
ing very urgently that his plans shall 
receive the Immediate and substantial 
support of the congress.

o loaned to the governments with 
hlch we were associated In the war 
nd those loans, will, of course, con- 
titute assets not liabilities and will 
ot have to be taken care of by our 
axpaycrs. The main thing we have 
o care for is that our taxation shall 
est as lightly as possible on the pro- 
uctive resources of the country that 
s rates shall be stable and that It 
hall be constant In its revenue yicld- 
ng power. 


MAIM TAX SOURCES. 


"We have found the main sources 


rom which It must be drawn. I take 
t for granted that Its mainstays 
ill henceforth be the Income tax, 
he excess profits tax and the estate 
ax. All these can so he adjusted to 
leld constant and adequate returns 
nd yet not constitute a too irriev- 
us burden on the taxpayer. A re- 
ision of tho Income tax has already 
een pro.v!der1 for by the act o[ 191S, 
ut I think you will find that further 


can he made to advantage 


oth In the rates of tax and the meth- 
(1 of its collection. The excess prof- 
s tax need not long be maintained 
t the rates which were necessary 
•bile the enormous expenses of tho 
ar had to be borne; but it should be 
nade the basis of a permanent sys- 
ein which will reach undue profits 
ithout discouraging the enterprise 
nd activity of our business mai. 
he tax on 
Inheritance ought, 
no 


oiibt, to be reconsidered'in its re- 
ation to the fiscal systems of tho 
cveral states, hut certainly ought to 
emain a permanent part of the fls- 
al system of the federal government 


an organized advantage, The work of 
mere reconstruction will, I am afraid, 
tax the capacity and the resources oj 
their people for years to come. So 
far from there being any danger of 
need of accentuated foreign competl- 
tlo-, it Is likely that tha conditions 
of tho next 'few years will greatly 
facilitate ,the marketing of Amer- 
ican manufacturers abroad. Least of 
all should we depart from the policy 
adopted in the tariff act of 1913. of 
permitting the -free entry Into the 
United States of the'raw materials, 
needed to su/plement and enrich our 
own abundant supplies. 


TURNS TO TARIFF POLICY. 


"Nevertheless, there are parts of 


our tariff system which need prompt 
attention. The experiences of the war 
have made it plain that in some cases 
too great reliance on foreign aupply Is 
dangerous, and that in determining 
certain parts of our tariff policy do- 
mestic consideration must be borne 
in mind which are political as well as 
economic. 
Among the« Industries to 


which special consideration should 
be given la that of the manufacture of 
dyestuffs and related chemicals. Our 
complete dependence upon 
German 


supplies before the war made the In- 
terruption of trade a cause of ex- 
ceptional economic disturbance. The 
close relation between the manufac- 
turer of dyestuffz on the one hand 
and of explosives and poisonous gases 
on the other, moreover, has given the 
industry an exceptional significance 
ind value. 


"Although the United States will 


gladly and unhesitatingly join In the 
program of international disarmed. 
It will nevertliele»s be a policy of ob- 
vious prudence to make certain of the 
successful . maintenance 
of 
many 


strong and well 
equipped chemical 


plants. The German chemical Indus- 
try, with which we will be brought 
Into competition, was and may be 
again, thoroughly knit monopoly ca- 
pable of exercising a competition of 
a peculiarly insidious and dangerous 
kind. 


PROTECTION NEEDED. 


"The United States should, more- 


over, have the means of properly pro- 
tecting itself whenever our trade is 
discriminated against by foreign na- 
tions, in order that we may be as- 
sured of that equality of treatment 
which we hope to accord and to pro- 
mote the world over. Our tariff laws 
as they now stand provide no weapon 
of retaliation In case other govern 
ments should enact legislation une 
qual In its bearing on our products as 
compared with the products of other 
countries. Though we are as. far as 
possible fram desiring to enter upon 
any course of retaliation, we must 
frankly face the fact that hostile leg1- 
Islatlon by other nations la not be- 
yond the range of possibility and that 
It may have to be met by counter leg- 
islation. 
< 
"This subject, has fortunately been 


exhaustively 
investigated 
by the 


United States tariff commission. A 
recent report of that commission has 
shown %ery clearly that we lack 
and tha; we ought to have the in- 
struments necessary for the assur- 
ance of equal and equitable treat- 
ment. The attention of the congress 
has been called to this matter on past 
occasions and 
the 
past 
measures 


which are now1 recommended by the 
tariff commissions are substantially 
the same that have been suggested by 
previous administrations. 
I recom- 


mend -that this phase of the tariff 
question receive the early attention 
of the congress. 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


"Will you not permit me, turning 


from these matters, to speak once 
more and very earnestly of the pro- 
>osed amendment to tho constitution 
which would extend the suffrage to 
women and which passed the House 
of representatives at the laet session 
of the congress? It seems to me that 
every consideration of justice and of 
public advantage calls for,,,the im- 


agriculture and facilitating the dis- 
tribution 
of agricultural products' 


and for other purposes" be amended 
or repealed Insofar as It applies to 
wines and beers. 


"I sincerely trust that I shall very 


soon be at rny post in Washington 
again to report upon the matters 
which made my presence at the peace 
table apparently Imperative and to 
put myself at the service of the con- 
gress In every matter of administra- 
tion or counsel that may seem to 
demand executive action1 or advice.

TAXES ON SALES UNEQUAL. 


Many of the minor taxes provided 
r in tha revenue legislation of 1917 
nd ]01S though no doubt made ne- 
cssary by the pressing necessities 
f war time could hardly find suf- 
cient justification under the easier 
rcumstances of peace and can now 
applly be got rid of. Among these, 
hope you will agree, are the ex- 
ses upon various manufacturers and 
e taxes upon retail sales. They ara 
nequaj in the Incidents on different 
dustrles and on different Indlvid- 
ala. Their collection Is difficult and 


cxpenslv*. Those which are levied up- 
on articles sold at retail are largely 
evaded by the readjustment of retail 
prices, 


"On the other hand, I should as- 


sume that It IB expedient to maintain 
a considerable range of Indirect tax- 
es; and the fact that alcoholic liquors 
will 
presently no longer afford a 


Bource of revenue by taxation makes 
it the more necessary that the field 
should be carefully re-studied In or- 
der that equivalent sources of rev- 
enue may be found which It will be 
legitimate and not 
burdensome' to 


draw upon. But you have at hand In 
the treasury department many ex- 
perts who can advise you upon the 
matters much better than I can. I 
can only suggest tho lines of a per- 
manent and workable system, and 
the placing of the tax«i where' they 
will least hamper the life of the peo- 
ple. 


IMPORT DUTIES O. K. 


"There Is, fortunately, no occasion 


for undertaking in the immediate fu- 
ture any general revision of our syi- 
tem of import duties. No serious dan- 
ger
